there may be a very sizeable difference in 
the necessary extra appropriation as a result 
of the equipment figures. 

The committee had allotted $38,000 for 
this particular item, but when the specitica- 
tions were shown to state house officials after 
a cursory examination they expressed some 
doubt as to whether the $38,000 would be 
sufficient. The result of the bidding will have 
a very definite effect on the size of the appro- 
priation which the committee is expected to 
request at a special town meeting in the near 
future. If the equipment amounts to no 
more than $38,000 or even a few hundred 
dollars more, the chances are that no more 
than $30,000 extra will be requested, of 
which approximately $15,000 would be for 
unforeseen work already done and the other 
$15,000 for contingencies. If however the 
equipment amounts to considerably more 
than the allotted sum the size of the appropri- 
ation will have to be increased. 

In the meantime, while the committee is 
worrying over finances, the contractors are 
rushing in order to get the auditorium and 
gymnasium roofed in before the first snow- 
fall. Almost all the brickwork has been com- 
pleted on the outside of the combined build- 
ing, and it is expected that in a short while 
the roof will be sufficiently complete fer the 
interior work to go ahead through the winter.

}money. There were checks here and 
checks there, with federal auditors run- 
ning out every once in a while to check 
the checkers. 

Furthermore, the chances are that the 
| job would have been finished by now if 

there hadn't been so much waiting for 
the grant and for various other official 
documents enmeshed in red tape. It 
would have meant a substantial cut in 
the cost of the buildings, because ma- 
terial expenses have mounted since An- 
| dover first approved the proposition in 
11933, 

The purpose of the P.W.A. was to 
provide a stimulus for communities to 
employ men in building operations. That 
purpose could just as well have been 
fulfilled without all the red tape that 
the administration has imposed on the 
various towns and cities. They could 
have made the grants, and then let the 
local officials go ahead without further 
hindrances. Andover could have started 
work much sooner, and the workers 
would have been taken off the relief list 
earlier.

Citizens 
who have cleaned their premises of the 
moths, but find their trees endangered by the 
neglect of ownes of adjoining estates should 
make complaint to the Selectmen, The in- 
festation of a residential neighborhood by 
the neglect of a few will not be tolerated. 

The eggs of the gypsy moth should be 
destroyed at once with creosote, They should 
never he scraped off the object on which they 
are laid. Careful search should be made for 
Sypsy moth egg clusters, not only on trees, 
but also on house walls, stone walls, fences 
and in rubbish heaps, etc. Trees in which 
cavities occur and which it is not desirable 
to cut should have the cavities tinned or 
cemented, This is important, The present 
and future cost of combating this insect can 
be greatly reduced b culting and burning 
worthless brush, hollow trees, etc. A few 
trees well-cared for are more valuable to the 
sroperty owner and the community than a 
arge number of neglected trees, 

The nests of the brown tail moth should be 
cut from the trees, carefully collected and 
burned in a stove or furnace, 

Full instructions as to the best methods of 
work against the moths may be obtained 
from the Local Superintendent, Ralph T, 
Berry, or from the State Forester, Room 519, 
State House, Boston, Mass.
